tnuity was presented in Congrtps to stcur» 
tbe passage of a luw to purchase and cam 
MX million dollars worth of silver tuition 
per month and also to buy up the surplus 
in New York and coin it into silver dol'nr*. 
Tbe statement is fal-e. Tbe proposition 
was to buy and coin enough silver bullion 
to take tbe place of such national bank 
cotes as might be retired under the exist- 
ing law, which, previous to that time, bad 
been from twenty to thlity millions per 
annum. This proposition w s advocated 
by me and passed the Senate by nearly a 
two thirds vote during Cleveland's admin- 
istration. 


A contrivance to deceive was invented 


by John Sherman and others and presented 
to tbe caucus. The proposition was to 
issue $200,000,000 of two per cent bends 
to be taken up by the banks and also to 
allow to banks to issue dollar for dollar for 
the bonds deposited instead of uintty per 
CM.'. 
It WAS also proposed to puroba«e 


$12,000 000 of silrtr bullion then held by 
t b e t i l r . r pool on (peculation and save 
that pod from threatened loss. I inqnirew 
of Mr. Sherman whether, under tbe pro 
visions of tbe bill which was presented to 
tbe canons tl ere would not be a large 
creasa of na'ionil bank not* B. He vas 
forced to admit it. I then inquired of him 
if any silver bullion under tbe provisions 
of his till,would be purchased and coined 
to take the place of national bank notes to 
be retired. 
H? admitted that there would 


be none. 
I then said to him that so far as 


the purchase of silver is concerned tbe 
proposition is simply to purchase tbe $12,- 
000,000 held by speculators. He inquired 
of me if I knew of any members of Con- 
gress who were engaged in tbe speculation. 
T replied that I did not, but that if we 
should pass a bill to relieve tbe pool, tbe 
country would believa every man engaged 
in the passage of such a bill a member of 
that pool. 


When I raade tbis exposqre of the 


character of the proposition presented to 
(he caucus, the scheme was dropped, 
The entire proposition was unfriendly to 
silver. It was » cunning scheme to in. 
crease the national bank circulation and 
commit the Senate to an increase of tbe na- 
tional debt for tbe purpose of perpetuating 
the bounty to national banks, and by that 
means to avoid the necessity of coining 
silver. Who ever reported tbe proceed- 
ings of that caucus to the "Tribune"- 
mii-rcpresented tbe (acts. If I had not 
been stqbborn on that occasion silver 
would have received its death-knell by 
another cunning device of Jehu §berman,

Bounds borax, six pounds boric acid, four 
wunds starch—or one pound dextrine or 
ane ponwd gelatine—and twenty-five gal- 
ons water, mixed together, heated to 
«« degs. Fahr., and the material impreg- 
nated with the mixture, centrifugated 
and dried, aud thou ironed as usual. 
Jne qnart of this mixture, costing only 
a few cents, is sufficient to impregnate 
ifteen yards of ui.iterial. For curtain 
materials, theatrical decorations, -wood 
and' furniture, thirty pounds ammo- 
nium chloride are mixed with so much 
loated chalk as to give the mass con- 
sistency, and it i* then heated to from 
125 degs. to 150 degs. Fahr., and the 
material to be treated is given one or

Another stipulation in 
the same direction will be that should 
the reserve fund accumulate above the 
estimated needs of the company the di- 
rectors shall either reduce the rate of in- 
terest to borrowers or distribute the sur- 
plus to public or private philanthropic 
corporations or societies. 


Now this loan company will do a kind 


of pawnshop business, and be to the 
poor somewhat as is the Mont-de-Piete 
in the Latin countries. So that the com- 
pany may be a kind of branch of the 
Charity Organization society, it will be 
the policy of the company to give prefer- 
ence to such borrowers as are recom- 
mended by this society and kindred or- 
ganizations.
